Here is a letter 
from Mr. N. H. de S. Lohman to 
Sir Charles Fitzpatrick, in which is 
repeated the advice given by the lat- 
( The original letter 
is in French and a rough translatjon 
follaws:— 

The Hague. Dec. 2, 1910. 
Sir Charles Fitzpatrick, Chief Justice 
of Canada, Ottawa. 

Dear Sir:—My father has sent me 
your message of today, in which you 
ask me tto verify the conversation 
I had with you regarding, the invest- 
ment of money in Canada. and which 


has, given rise to a. discussion dn your, 


Parliament. 

I think that. the beet reply I css 
give you is ito send you a translated 
copy of my fetter of the sth of Sep- 
tember, 1910, addressed to the party 
who had proposed that I should ac- 
cept an office in a limited diability 
company having for is object the 
lending of money on real estate in 
your country, 

As you know, it was concerning 
this metter that I consuttall .g@@ vi 
the goth of August last. 

My letter of the fifth of Septem- 
ber was in reply. to the question which 
had been put to’ me, why, after hav- 
ing committed myself as favorable 
to tthe lidea, of ‘the scheme, I had 
withdrawn my ‘active co-operation. 
I had already given my reasons in 
an interview, but dt was deemed very 
necessary tthat they should be given 
in writing. This accounts for the 


: fact that your name appears in the 


letter without previous explanation. 


« The letter was as follows: 

The reasons .for.;which I am 
withdrawing are essentially as fol- 
lows: 

“According to the opinion of Sir 
Charles Fitzpatrick there are assur. 
edly splendid business opportunities 
in Canada; nevettheless, he thinks 
that at the present time } would not 


_ibe an easy task tto launch new en- 


terprises, as present land values are 
above the real values, and will come 
down at some time in the future. 

“He was also of opinion that if we 
wished to rely on a greater real val- 
ue than 50 per cent. (that is to say 
On mortgaged real estate it would 
not be possible for our bank to se- 
cure a return of 7 1-2 per cent., be- 
cause, being given the advantage of 
such great over-valuation, people 
could easily borrow money at § per 
cent, 

“He deemed it of the utmost impor- 
tance that those ‘who were going 
to constitute the bank directorate 
should personally familiarize them- 
selves with the situation right ‘on 
the spot’ before beginning business, 
and that they depend upon the in- 
formation thus secured as to whether 
they should start business immediate- 
ly or at some other later date. 

“One of the greatest dangers, ac- 
cording to his opinion, wag the way 
in which a Canadian bank was com- 
pelled to manage its business. © An 
individual who is not in a hurry, he 
told me, has a thousand opportunities 
of investing his money ga{@y and af 


a suitable rate of interesx, but a bank 
tuns thenisk of being led into un- 
certain things; this too was an ur- 
gent reason why the directorate 
should familiarize itself with the sit- 
uation in relation to the farmers. 

“Sir Charles Fitzpatrick, by virtue 
of his present position and his past 
experience, is deserwing of the great- 
est confidence and is reputed to have 
a thorough knowledge of the state of 
things in Canada. His judgment is 
not open to doubt. I's his judgment 
emphatic enough to defer for a while 
yet the organization of the bank? 
That is another question. But as 
for me, as a man of discretion, the 
uncertainty of the situation alone is 
‘cufficient to compel me to withdraw 
from a project, whatever it is, which 
is proceeded with contrary to ithe 
‘counsel of a competent expert. 


If Bank Did Not Prosper 


“With regard to this case, | repeat 
twhat Gir Charles Fitzpatrick  im- 
pressed upon me, that Canada has a 
great future, and phesents a magni- 
ficent field for sound buginess propo- 
sitions. 

“Neverthelass, in the event of our 
bank not prospering, I should never 
forgive myself for having ignored 
the caution of one who was in my 
eyes a competent expert.” 

I think. sir, that this Idtter sers 
forth fully and without exaggeration 
the opinion which you conveyed to 
me. It appears that it has been em- 
ployed unnisely and that its relation 
to my decision has been carelessly 
brought out. Otherwise, I do not 
sce how anyone could nivale it hard 
for you’, 

My father requests me to convey 
to you his sincere regards. Accept, 
dear sir, the assurance of my heartiest 
greetings.

Ina letter to Mr. F.C: T O'Hara, 
Deputy Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, Sir Charles Fitzpatrick says:

Now we learn that Mr. Borden did not approve 
of these tactics and that it was beeause he reyis- 
tered a strong objection to them that the movement 
was started against him, At its head was Messrs, 
Forget and Price, two Quebec members who repre 
sent the monied interests in the party. ‘lo the 
credit of the large majority of the Conservative rep- 
resentatives, they stood by Mr, Borden and there 
seems little prospect that he will be displaced. Who 
those opposed to him had in view as his successor 
is not altogether clear but in view of the way in 
which they have been playing up Mr. Sifton and 
the fact that he is known to stand in close relation- 
ship to them, it would not be at all surprising: if it 
should turn out that he was their man of destiny, 

How the party could gain anything by the change 
either to Mr. Sifton or any other man that might 
be available, is difficult to see, Mr. Borden lacks 
some of the qualities which we are accustomed to 
associate with a successful leader, but what he 
lacks on the stump he more than makes up for in 
parliament, It is easy to criticize the course which 
he has taken on various question but any man at 
the head of stich a conglomerate array ‘as a Canad- 
ian party must be, has to do things whieh his best 
judgment cannot sanction. ‘That his hand has 
been frequently foreed no one can doubt and his 
position has from the first been an unenviable one, 
But he is not the first political leader in our polities 
who has gone through this experience and it must 
be admitted that everything considered he has done 
exceedingly well, [ach year serves to increase his 
prestige and to fit him more thoroughly for the 
important post which he fills. 

The worst thing that can be said against him 
ig that he has not had the success at the polls that 
his more ardent followers had hoped for. But this 
is no.reason for regarding-him ag a political failure.

The General Political Situation 


Everything was tending to a Conservative vic- 
tory.on the occasion of the next appeal to the people 
till this reciprocity issue was created, ‘Ihe Satur- 
day News has already pointed ott on several occa- 
sions how, in its opinion, the party. committed a 
serious mistake in not coming out boldly in favor of 
the pact. When:it:was made clear that it was Mr. 
Taft and not the Canadian ministers who was re- 
sponsible for it, the latter would not have been able 
to claim credit. ‘ But, with events having taken the 
turn they have'and the Conservative ranks being so 
badly divided, it is impossible to see how in case of 
an early appeal to the people, anything hut Liberal 
success can ensue, . 

The following from the Ottawa correspondence 
of the Toronto Star, published one day last week, 
may be regarded as very significant of the govern- 
ment’s intentions :-— 

“The. latest report from a semi-official source, 


and one which i is receiving a good deal of credence, 


is that we may expect a general election somewhat 

sooner than was anticipated. It is now said that 
the government plan contemplates an adjournment 
about the middle of May. During the summer the 
work of taking the census will, it is said, be gone 
on with, special attention being paid to the West, 
and an: early session! is to be called in September, 
a Redistribution Act will be passed, and dissolution 
and an appeal to the country follow in November. 
This programme is one which would meet with 
general approval. It is reported that Sir Wilfrid 
is anxious to appeal to-the country on the recipro- 
city issie, but that there will be no such appeal 
until the proper representation is given the West.” 


What the West thinks of reciprocity has become 
very clear since Mr, Haultain set the fashion for 
Western Conservatives to give expression to their 
real opinion regardless of what the party is doing in 
the East. Mr. A. J. Robertson, Conservative 
leader in the first legislature of Alberta, hag come 
out flat- footedly for the agreements

A great many feel it 
necessary to apologize for even be- 
fing there, and a big majority spend 
their days planning what they are 
going to do when their ships sail in. 


Has ever a City Beautiful been 
‘builded by such a citizenship? Have 


they not rather been invariably rear- 
‘ed by a people who had their roots 
in the place itself, and who were 
building not only for themselves, but 
for their children's children. 

I have ‘akways in Edmonton, the 
old sensation I have before menrtion- 
ed, of tenting.

This article is con- 
cérned mostly with savings, on which 
no’ chances should be taken, which 
may ‘be ‘put into land either for a 
homie’ site or fot safe investment. 

At the outset, and in the consider- 

ation of any real estate for purchase, 
ft is good to keep in mind one big, 
fundamental, economic fact, which is 
that Iand values are determined by 
‘the’ presence of people 
on land is usually costly and it {s 
‘wise to let the rich indulge in this 
"activity. 
“Therefore, one of the first and 
most important rules to be observed 
in buying real estate for your own 
tse is to-buy where there are people. 
Another primary rule is to consider 
carefully the accessibility of the home 
site to the place where you work. At 
‘this point the question of transpor- 
tation comes in. A site may be 
healthful, attractive and ideal in every 
way, but, if it is not on a line that 
furnishes quick and cheap transit, liv- 
ing there will become a burden and 
an expensive luxury. — 

The question of conveniences is 
likewise most important. The 
‘neighborhood should have -stré¢ets 
and a water supply. Other conven- 
fences may come in time, but these 
are essential. One handicap in buv- 
ing .a.lot in an undeveloped commu- 
nity is that there is no legal require- 
ment to build or maintain highways. 
A highway makes traffic, and-trafils, 
fn turn, brings people, business and 
inerease in value all around, = If 
there are no streets people. will not 


. buitd, and thus the’elements of popu- 


lation, which {s’ so vital to realty ap- 
predation, will be lacking, 

Even if the real estate buyer gets 
a site that promises satisfactory in- 
crease in value in a community that 
is developing fast, his path is strewn 
‘with pitfalls. No matter where the 
property is located his first task 
should be to see that the title, which 
is the claim to the land, is good. It 
must be thoroughly “searched.” Pro- 
ple who try to save money on title 
investigation usually find it a pretty 
costly economy in the end.”

I think that the beet reply I can 
give you is ito send you a translated 
copy of my fetter of the sth of Sep- 
tember, 1910, addressed ‘to the party 
who had proposed that I should ac- 
cept an office in a limited dability 
company having for its object the 
lending of money on real estate in 
your country, 

As you know, it was concerping 
this matter that I consefad’. IM on 
the goth of August last. 

My letter of the fifth of Septem- 
ber was in reply to the question which 
had been put to ms, why, after hav. 
ing committed myself as favorable 
to tthe lidea of the seheme, I had 
withdrawn my active co-operation, 
I had already given my reasons in 
an interview, but dt was deemed very 
necessary that they should be given 
in writing, 
fuet itthat your name appears in the 
letter without previous explanation. 


The letter was as follows: 

The reasons ‘for which I am 
withdrawing are essentially as fol- 
lows: 

“According to ithe opinion of Sir 
Charles Fitzpatrick there are wssttr-
